$75 from the Elks Lodge and $150 
from the Town of Vulcan have re¬ 
duced the total deficit. Donations 
from other organizations to fur¬ 
ther reduce the deficit would be 
greatly appreciated. 

With water and sewer being a- 
vailable this year, it is planned to 
install sanitary facilities at the 
pool. Another item of equipment 
that is needed is a cleaner to re¬ 
move the silt from the bottom of 
the pool, and this is now being 
built, with Lion Glen Dahl in 
charge of this matter. 

Better life-guard equipment will 
be in use this year and a six foot 
high lifeguard tower will be built. 
Dale French, who recently com¬ 
pleted the Swimming and Water 
Safety Instructors Course at Ed¬ 
monton, hasVbeen engaged as life¬ 
guard for the season. Lowell 
Granlin has been engaged as care¬ 
taker. 

A water slide will be installed 
in the shallow end of the pool and 
this is expected to be a great at¬ 
traction for the younger swim¬ 
mers. r

Instructors Course at Edmonton

Duane Neville, David Mitchell 
a‘nd Dale French were among the 
sixty trainees from centres 
throughout Alberta who attended 
the Canadian Red Cross Society’s 
annual Swimming and Water Saf¬ 
ety Instructors School at Edmon¬ 
ton during the Easter holidays. 

The school, conducted at the 
Northwest Air Command Swim¬ 
ming pool was officially opened 
by Air Marshall Hugh Campbell, 
Air Officer Commanding, who sta¬ 
ted he deemed it an honor that 
the Air Force could assist such a 
worthy undertaking. 

The school, Red Crpss officials 
pointed out, was an advanced 
training for experienced swimmers 
who, upon successfully completed 
the course, were awarded instruct¬ 
ors certificates. Over 80% of those 
attending the •school this year pas¬ 
sed the required tests. Aimed at 
reducing the number of drownings 
in Alberta, the six day aquatic 
course included instruction in life 
saving, water front super-vision, 
artificial respiration, small craft 
safety, audio visual training and 
practical teaching methods. 

Candidates we r e selected from 
centres having the greatest need 
for swimming instructors. They 
were chosen for their leadership 
qualifications and availability dur¬ 
ing the summer months to attend 
swimming pools and water front 
camps. Many of those attending 
the school will be life gaurds and 
water front instructors on their 
own communities this year. Under 
this plan, the Red Cross expuined, 
a greater number of persons re¬ 
ceive the benefit of water safety 
knowldge. 

The coarse this year was at¬ 
tended by an increased number of 
representatives from clubs and or¬ 
ganizations. including the three 
military cadet • corps, the Girl 
Guides and Boy Scouts. The school 
was directed by Mr. Ritson- Ben¬ 
nett. director of the Swimming and 
Water Safety program for the Red 
Cross in Alberta. Assisting as in¬ 
structors were Mrs. Audrey Turn¬ 
er. holder of the Women’s Domin¬ 
ion Djving Championship; Miss 
Jan McCullough. Calgary; Jack 
Green. Edmonton; Robert Walker, 
Calgary; Mrs. Jo Brewer, Bluff- 
ton; Tom O'Connor, Calgary; Miss 
Joan Fisher, Medicine Hat; and 
Douglas Suail. Edmonton, assist¬ 
ant director at the school. 

Technical advisor for the school 
was Prof. W. D. Smith, Physical 
Education Department, University 
of Alberta. D. R. Stanley, provin¬ 
cial sanitation engineer for the 
Department of Health, deliwred 
special lectures on the sanitary 
phases of swimming pool operat¬ 
ion. 

The R-d Cross expressed grati¬ 
tude to the instructors and lectur¬ 
ers who gave their time freely in 
the interest of promoting safe 
swimming practice.

THINKS PRIVATE STATION’S 
SHOULD GET CHANCE 


"It now seems that the Clfc 
considers it necessary to' collect 
in license fees or other taxes 
twenty dollars a person a’ yealr in 
order to run what it judges to be 
ideal radio programming for Can¬ 
adians. If that is the case, per¬ 
haps it is time that the Canadian 
people insisted that private radio 
have a chance to operate some of 
the networks and see what kind 
of radio programs it could provide 
without such a ridiculous tax or 
license fee," stated Joseph Lister 
Rutledge, Chairman of the Can¬ 
adian Unity Council, recently. 

Mr. Rutledge was commenting 
on the statement made in Toronto 
by A. Davidson Dunton, Chairman 
of the CBC, that the $2.50 license 
fee is not sufficient to run a de¬ 
cent radio system. Mr. Dunton 
had stated that the CBC, ideal 
would be to operate three nation¬ 
al radio programs right across 
Canada full time and that the cost 
of one such program would be 
$7 50 p.-r person 

"The CBC is proud of the fact 
that last year is paid $1,300,000 to 
Canadians for creative work," said 
Mr,. Rutledge, “but the CBC by 
virtue of the fact that it refuses 
to allow the formation of private

State*, is • free, democratic nation presently de- 
diotated to the principal of free enterprise, no gov¬ 
ernment should, ven if it could dictate to each' 
industry what it must do. Therefore, for this a* 
well as financial reasons, it seems that whatever 
is done must be done by industry itself. We suggest 
that, as a preliminary step industry can start 
thinking seriously about the problem and bear it 
in mind when new facilities, 'such as branch plants 
are being created, or when existing facilities or 
plants are being expanded or altered due to in¬ 
creased volume of business, the manufacture of new 
lines or the replacement of plants due to obsoles¬ 
cence or uneconomical operation. 

Fortunately and fortuitously, there is already a 
definite trend towards decentralization of Industry 
for reasons other than that of defence. This trend 
should be accelerated since the results of decentral¬ 
ization will be of benefit not only to industry but to 
the country at large. There are many industrially 
undeveloped areas in Canada which upon examinat¬ 
ion will meet defence requirements for dispersal as 
well as the normal Industrial requirements for water 
power, labour, transport facilities and markets. 
Therefore, we suggest that any company contem- 
look first at areas which would not so likely ob¬ 
jects of attack as would be our larger cities and 
plating expansion or the creation of new plants 
our plants and installations of strategic importance, 
such as power plants, etc. This is a national problem 
that both government und industry should give the 
most serious consideration. .

The best time of the year for 
seeding lawns is during the latter 
half of August if the soil is n> 
good condition and free from 
weeds at that time. By then ther» 
will have been ample opportunity 
for destroying all seedling weed 
plants. Late summer seeding us¬ 
ually receives ample moisture and 
cool nights to favour germination 
and the rapid development of a 
dense turf. Such a new lawn may 
become well established before 
another crop of weeds such as 
dandelions occur to compete with 
the growth of new grass.

Lsafy Spurge One of 
The Five Bad Weeds

ly-afy Spurge, one of the most 
serious noxious weeds, lux been 
reported In the central, and south¬ 
ern parts of this province for 
some time. Reports from Field 
Supervisors indicate that this weed 
is also found in'the northern part 
of the province, states W. Lobay, 
Supervisor of Agricultural Service 
Boards. All farmers are urged to 
he on the lookout for this plant 
and if found to report it to the 
local Field Supervisor or District 
Agriculturist immediately. 

Leafy Spurge usually appears in 
(.lumps. It is a perennial, repro¬ 
ducing by rhizomes, roots and seed. 
Numerous stems grow each spring 
from the crown of the old root 
and branch out near the top of the 
plant in a cluster of flowering 
parts. The plant grows about 2 
to 3 feet high. The stems exude 
a milky sap when broken. It bears 
a resemblance to flax in the early 
stages, the leaves being smooth, 
narrow and without stems. Two 
distinguishing features of Leafy 
Spurge which aid In its identificat¬ 
ion are the bright green colour 
of the plant and the pale yellow- 
green flowers. 

This perennial weed is extrem¬ 
ely difficult to eradicate, states W. 
Lobay, because of the creeping 
wide-spreading roots which are 
quite woody and tough. At least 
two'"years of frequent cultivation 
will be necessary Because growth 
smotnn crops are generally not 
effective in obtaining control. Pre¬ 
liminary work with 2,4-D by the 
Field Crops Branch appears to 


PLANTS SUITABLE BOTH AS 
HEDGES AND ORNAMENTALS 

The Siberian Pea Tree or Car- 
agana as it is commonly referred 
to, is the most common hedging 
plant in central Alberta. It is fast 
growing, has a compact habit of 
grcyvth, the aDility to withstand 
abuse, and is extremely resistant 
Vo adverse conditions. Two draw¬ 
backs to this "plant for hedging 
purposes are: the two to four 
trimmings required each season to 
keep neat, and its heavy use of 
moisture for a considerable area 
surrounding it. Growing to a tan 
tree-like bush with attractive fol¬ 
iage and an abundance or yellow- 
flowers in early spring caragana 
makes, a useful ornamental for 
group' plantings and in places 
where quick shelter is required. 

The Pygmy Caragana is con¬ 
trast is a slow growing plant with 
a compact bushy habit, fine fol¬ 
iage, is quite spiny, hardy, -'long- 
lived and well suited as a low 
hedge. It is a low growing shrub, 
is used considerably in foundation 
plantings and for fronting bord¬ 
ers of shrubbery. 

A plant that is becoming very 
popular and is fast replacing the 
caragana as »low to medium type 
hedge is the Peking Cotoneaster, 
says H. T. Allen, Dominion Exper- 
tnental Station, Lacombe, Alta. 
The relatively slow growth with 
ease of maintenance, bushy habit, 
glossy foliage that takes on rich 
colors in the fall, and clusters of 
black berries that remain all win¬ 
ter, make this plant one of the 
best for hedging and ornamental 
purposes. It is exceptionally use¬ 
ful for foundation plantings as a 
specimen, or as a border shrub for 
driveways and lawns. 

A plant that should be used 
more than it is for a low to med¬ 
ium evergreen hedge is the A- 
merican Arborvitae variety Wtv- 
eana. This makes an exceedingly 
attractive hedge, is very easy to 
maintain, hardy, long-lived and of 
compact habit. As an ornamental 
it makes an attractive specimen 
when in a well-sheltered location 
and adds greatly to the beauty of 
the landscape. < 

The native White Spruce with 
its dense habit of growth and long 
life, Is unexcelled as a tall ever¬ 
green hedge and is best used 
where shelter or privacy is re- 
quird. It can be used successfully 
in foundation plantings for a few 
years, makes an excellent speci¬ 
men tree, and is well adopted to 
mass plantings. 

Possibly the best plant for a high 
deciduous hedge is the Laurel Wil¬ 
low. It is a fast growing willow 
with dark green glossy leaves that 
retain their color and remadn at¬ 
tached to the branches well into 
the fall and should be used in 
place of the caragana In areas of 
adequate moisture. As an orna¬ 
mental it*grows to be a large at¬ 
tractive tree that is very useful 
for shelter and shade on spacious 
grounds. 

The Manchurian. Japanese Tree 
and Hungarian Lilacs are - very 
useful ornamentals living color 
a.vd variety to the landscape as 
specimens or in mass plantings. 
All three make very good higli 
hedges. 

The Scotch Rose with its masses,- 
of white blossoms is wel| adopted 
for use as a low hedge and forms 
a fairly tall shrub for border 
plantings and can also be easily 
pruned for use as a specimen. 

The Siberian Larch forms an 
Interesting low hedge with-Its soft 
foliage and distinctive grten col¬ 
or. As a specimen tree if’ te ex¬ 
ceedingly handsome and forms an 
interesting contrast to spruce or 


mem buy..

Sprays and dusts 
are particularly effective when ap¬ 
plied on succulent growth along 
roadsides, railroad right of ways, 
canal banks, field margins and 
grain fields. 

Whether baits, sprays or dusts 
are used, it is /nost Important to 
watch closely for hoppers hatcing 
so that they can be killed before 
they spread out from their hatch¬ 
ing ground.

millions mure in indirect. An a- 
larming percentage of these fires 
vs due to human carelessness. 

The Alberta Government main¬ 
tains a fire prevention and fire¬ 
fighting organization, yet In the 
last analysis—the responsibility is 
that of each individual citizen. Tn 
his hands are nearly all the caus¬ 
es to which forest fires are ord¬ 
inarily attributable. 

Slash fires which someone did¬ 
n’t bother to put out are among 
the familiar causes of forest tires 
and there is the smoldering fire 
which campers left behind—the 
cigarette butt—the glowing match. 
Accidental causes are harder 
to control; nevertheless they con¬ 
tinue to diminish. On the other 
.■and, In a single season, campers, 
settlers and careWss smokers have 
been known to account for 31 per 
cent of the forest fire loss. In the 
same year 21.3 percent of the fires 
were of ‘‘unknown" origin and it 
Is more than likely some portion 
of this con be added to the 31 per 
cent debited (o human careless¬ 
ness. The appeal, then. Is to lum- 
bermen. motorists, truck drivers, 
tourists, campers, hunters—to all 
who use or pas through the woods. 
It is an appeal for utmost 
caution. Can We make it a year 
without a forest fire?
